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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Virginia  Education  Commission  Report 

THAT  something  is  wrong  with  the  public  school 
system  of  Virginia  has  been  for  some  time  manifest 
to  all  people  who  take  an  interest  in  the  education  of 
our  youth.  At  every  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Virginia  demands  are  made  for 
increased  appropriations  for  the 
public  school,  the  increase  in  salaries 
for  teachers  being  especially  em- 
phasized. Undoubtedly  and  regret- 
tably these  teachers  are  underpaid, 
and  while  some  increase  has  been 
provided  at  each  session  for  some 
years  back,  the  salary  scale  is  still 
far  below  what  it  should  be.  Un- 
questionably, unless  the  compensa- 
tion is  fairly  adequate,  it  is  impos- 
sible to   secure  good   teachers. 

As  a  result  of  widespread  criti- 
cism and  complaint,  the  1944 
regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  provided  for  a  commis- 
sion to  study  the  whole  public 
school  system  and  to  make  plans 
and  recommendations.  This  com- 
mission was  headed  by  a  distin- 
guished alumnus,  Dr.  George  H. 
Denny,  Class  of  '91,  and  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  Alabama.  The 
report  of  this  commission  is  an 
able  and  forthright  discussion  of 
the  public  school  question.  Among 
the  important  recommendations 
made     by     the     commission     is     a 

substantial  increase  in  the  pay  of  teachers.  Such,  how- 
ever, does  not  solve  the  problem.  In  the  first  place  it 
would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  pay  salaries  which 
would  meet  the  competition  of  business  and  other  pro- 
fessions. In  the  nature  of  things,  the  opportunity  to 
bright  young  men  and  women  for  material  advancement 
is  certainly  greater  in  other  fields  than  in  the  teaching 
profession.  Nevertheless,  better  salaries  for  teachers  will 
certainly  help  in  attracting  talented  young  men  and 
women  into  the  teaching  field. 

Of  course,  our  higher  institutions  of  learning,  both 
public  and  private,  are  vastly  interested  in  our  public 
schools;  not  only  because  of  their  interest  in  education, 
but  also  because  the  public  schools  are  their  chief  feeders. 
It  is  from  the  state  high  schools  that  most  college  students 
are  drawn.      It   will   be  gratifying   to   these   institutions 
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to  know  that  the  commission  emphasizes  the  failure  of 
the  public  schools  to  properly  teach  the  fundamentals 
commonly  known  as  "the  three  R's"  and  urges  that 
steps  be  taken  to  remedy  this  defect. 

How  often  have  our  professors  here  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  lamented  the  fact  that  many  students  entering 
college  have  really  never  learned 
to  read,  and  moreover  that  others 
have  never  learned  how  to  study. 
It  may  seem  reactionary,  but  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  Record  that 
without  a  certain  amount  of  drill- 
ing pupils  will  never  master  the 
fundamentals. 

This  is  not  the  place  to  go  into 
the  details  of  the  report.  Many 
valuable  recommendations  a  re  made, 
a  number  of  which  it  is  hoped  may 
be  adopted,  resulting  in  great  im- 
provement in  the  public  school 
system.  In  this  hope  Hampden- 
Sydney,  along  with  other  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning,  fully  shares.

Rebuilding  of  Library 
Planned 


EFFORTS  are  on  foot  looking 
to  the  rebuilding  of  the  library 
destroyed  by  fire,  as  will  be  recalled, 
four  years  ago. 

There  could  be  no  more  import- 
ant undertaking,  and  the  plan  is  commended  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  college 
everywhere. 

The  fireproof  annex  was  not  injured  and  the  library 
is  now  housed  in  it,  but  the  quarters  are  overcrowded. 
A  great  number  of  volumes  have  been  added  since  the 
fire,  both  old  and  new,  so  that  the  library  is  larger  and 
more  complete  than  ever  before.  It  has  not  been  defi- 
nitely determined  whether  the  walls  of  the  old  library 
building  will  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  new 
building,  or  whether  an  altogether  new  structure  will 
be  erected  and  at  a  different  location. 

Many  of  the  Alumni  would  no  doubt  prefer  to  see 
the  old  building  with  certain  changes  restored.  However, 
that  is  a  matter  in  which  the  President  and  Board  of 
Trustees  will  make  the  final  decision. 
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We  Claim  Him 

In  a  letter  to  a  friend  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  of 
Davidson,  N.  C,  says: 

You  may,  or  may  not,  know  that  I  played 
on  the  Hampden-Syd  ney  College  football 
team  for  a  season  or  two,  along  with  Billy 
Bull  and  others.  So  I  am  a  real  Hampden- 
Sydney  man,  and  everything  that  concerns 
the  College  interests  me.  I  have  never  ceased 
to  love  the  College  and  the  village.

I  think  it  was  Balzac 
who  said  that  a  man  never  really  begins  to 
live  until  he  begins  to  reminisce,  for  then 
he  can  live  in  the  present,  past  and  future. 

Of  course,  this  membership  on  Cap- 
tain Billy  Bull's  football  team  consti- 
tutes Dr.  Lingle's  right  to  be  an 
alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney.  The 
snowball  incident  shows  how  the  stu- 
dents regarded  him.  This  is  a  two-way 
claim.

Headquarters  Tenth  Air  Force, 
U.  S.  Army,  APO  216. — Promotion  of 
Donald  M.  Russell,  22,  son  of  Mrs. 
Edgar  Russell,  Route  2,  Box  104, 
Selma,  Ala.,  from  second  to  first  lieu- 
tenant, has  been  announced  by  the 
Twin  Dragons  squadron  of  Major

A  P-38  pilot,  Lieutenant  Russell  is 
credited  with  two  Jap  planes  damaged 
in  the  air  after  participating  in  18 
combat  missions  which  included  strafing 
and  bombing  attacks.

Burma  theater.  His  squadron  has  re- 
ceived a  presidential  citation  for  its 
outstanding  achievements.

He  is  a 
member  of  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity.

Dear  Alumni: 

Our  minds  have  recently  been  rather  well  occupied 
with  plans  for  a  new  Library.  Through  the  Alumni 
literature  you  are  posted  on  this.  While  we  still  have  a 
long  way  to  go  to  raise  $150,000,  a 
good  start  has  been  made.  We  want 
to  be  entirely  ready  when  the  time  for 
building  comes  again. 

On  November  the  first  the  Navy  cut 
our  V-12  Unit  quota  from  two  hundred 
and  fifty  to  two  hundred.  This  hurt, 
but  we  have  kept  right  at  it.  We  know 
that  there  will  be  an  even  more 
drastic  cut  by  March  1,  1945.  How- 
ever, there  is  now  a  certainty  we  will 
have  the  Unit  until  June  30,  1945. 
After  that  date  it  appears  all  V-12 
LJnits  will  be  withdrawn. 

Our  civilian  enrollment  went  up  the 
semester  beginning  July  the  first.  The  present  finds 
forty-four  students.  Very  few  boys  can  be  expected  to 
enter  on  March  1. 

For  some  time  work  has  been  going  on  to  obtain  as 
high  an  enrollment  as  possible  for  September,  1945.  There 
is  no  way  to  estimate  accurately,  but  the  probability  is 
that  1945  will  be  the  toughest  for  all  educational  insti- 
tutions. 

Hampden-Sydney's  limited  endowment  was  never  a 
greater  handicap  than  now  because  of  what  is  ahead  in 
the  vital  matter  of  enrollment.  With  an  actual  endow- 
ment of  only  $372,000,  the  College  has  had  to  depend  on 
student  fees  for  about  eighty  per  cent  of  its  budget;  and 
these  fees  are  modest  enough.  The  other  source  of  annual 
income  has  been  the  Synod  of  Virginia  whose  yearly 
contributions  for  the  last  twenty  years  have  averaged 
only  between  six  thousand  and  sixty-five  hundred  dollars. 
An  endowment  of  no  more  than  the  equivalent  of  $500,000 
is  entirely  inadequate.  The  time  has  now  come  when 
every  effort  possible  by  all  interested  in  the  College  should 
be  made  to  have  an  actual  endowment  of  at  least  one 
million  dollars. 

Uncertain  and  confused  tomorrow  may  be.  One  thing, 
however,  remains  clear — the  future  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
An  institution  that  has  really  taken  it  financially  as 
Hampden-Sydney  has  for  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
years  can  still  take  it  and  keep  going.  In  reality,  the 
College  has  too  many  friends  and  is  accomplishing  too 
much  to  have  any  other  feeling. 

One  thing  has  concerned  me  greatly  since  I  have  been 
here.  I  have  wanted  to  see  Hampden-Sydney  in  a  position 
where  apology  was  no  longer  necessary  for  faculty  salaries, 
lack  of  equipment  or  anything  else.  Improvements  of 
value  have  been  made,  but  until  the  general  financial 
situation  is  really  changed,  handicaps  must  continue. 

The  brightest  spot  in  the  last  five  years  has  been  the 
loyalty  of  the  Alumni.  Through  the  medium  of  the  fund 
you  have  given  aid  and  encouragement  beyond  calcula- 


tions. More  and  more  your  splendid  loyalty  is  our  great 
financial  hope. 

Despite  the  trying  conditions  of  wartime,  we  make 
the  effort  to  have  as  many  Alumni  meetings  as  possible. 
I  have  had  delightful  visits  in  Richmond,  Waynesboro, 
Roanoke,  and  I  expect  to  be  with  the  Chapters  in  New 
York,  Norfolk  and  Lynchburg  soon. 

If  this  finds  you  at  home,  do  not  forget  to  give  us  names 
of  prospective  students.  At  this  particular  time  this  will 
be  a  great  help. 

It  is  a  joy  to  hear  from  you  who  are  far  away.  You 
are  daily  in  our  thoughts  and  prayers.  We  know  you  are 
giving  everything  you  have. 

May  the  Saviour's  nearness  always  sustain  you.

Mr.  Atkinson's  Letters  from  Alumni 

Mr.  Atkinson  has  received  informing  and  much  appreciated  letters 
from  some  of  our  boys.   Among  them: 

1.  Cannon  Hobson  Goddin,  '45:  U.  S.  A.  Corporal,  13121046,  some- 
where in  New  Guinea,  August  30,  1944,  after  much  travel,  seeing  Aus- 
tralia and  other  interesting  places  in  the  Pacific  Area.  He  reported 
that  Preston  Watt  was  nearby  in  the  Solomons,  "giving  the  Japs  a  fit," 
and  that  Leon  Shelton  Clarke,  Jr.,  '45,  was  in  England.  He  reported 
further  that  he  had  met  Opie  Thomas  in  San  Francisco  in  April,  and  his 
brother,  Alfred  Goddin.  When  he  wrote,  he  was  operating  a  control 
tower  on  a  landing  strip  and  "getting  bomber  missions  out  is  quite  a 
headache  at  times." 

2.  James  Harfield  Timberlake,  Jr.,  '44:  U.  S.  N.  R.,  Ensign.  He  wrote 
that  the  first  ship  he  was  on  just  ready  to  go  to  Saipan  blew  up.  He  had 
met  John  Page  Turner,  '42,  in  Hawaii,  John  Page  Sivell,  '43,  and 
Frank  Edwin  Sullivan,  '41,  who  had  coached  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  is 
now  Lieutenant  in  the  Marines. 

Corporal  Goddin's  address  was:  13121046,  Det.  31,  68th  A.  A.  C.  S  , 
A.  P.  O.  322,  Unit  1,  San  Francisco,  Cal.  Ensign  Timberlake's  address 
was:  U.  S.  N.  R.,  U.  S.  S.  LST  921,  c/o  Fleet  P.  O.,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

3.  Charles  Edward  Crawford,  Jr.,  '41:  O-437S56;  stationed  at  St. 
Lucia  (B.  W.  I.),  Trinidad,  Fort  Benning,  Ga.,  Fort  McClellan,  Ala.. 
New  York,  Scotland,  Iingland,  and  (July  30,  '44)  in  France.  He  reported 
having  met  in  March,  1944,  Joseph  Bennett  Geyer,  '41.  Second  Lieu- 
tenant, technical  officer  in  Communications,  and  Robert  Palmer  Trice, 
'40,  "and  had  a  gay  old  reunion"  in  New  York. 

4.  A  clear  and  succinct  statement  from  T.  Raysor  Salley,  Esq.,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  giving  information  as  to  his  son  as  follows: 

Thomas  Raysor  Salley,  Jr.,  '45:  Entered  service  January  II,  1943,  and 
enlisted  as  an  Aviation  Cadet;  stationed  at  Miami  Beach,  Fla.;  through 
classification  at  Nashville  Army  Air  Center;  through  preflight  at  Maxwell 
Field,  Ala.;  primary  at  Ocala  (Fla.)  Army  Air  Field;  basic  at  Greenwood 
Arm\r  Air  Field;  advance  at  Columbus  Air  Field,  where  he  was  commis- 
sioned Second  Lieutenant  and  awarded  Pilot's  wings;  assigned  as  a 
Pilot  on  a  B-17  Flying  Fortress  and  had  operational  training  at  Avon 
Park  Army  Air  Field,  from  which  post  he  flew  to  England  in  June,  and 
is  now  (August  16,  1944)  with  the  8th  Air  Force.  Address:  Lieutenant 
Thomas  R.  Salley,  O-819621,  384th  Bomber  Group,  546th  Squadron, 
A.  P.  O.  557,  c/o  Postmaster,  New  York,  N.  Y.  He  received  the  Air 
Medal  (reported  by  Richmond  Times-Dispntch,  10-6-44),  and  the  2d 
Oak  Leaf  Cluster. 


5.  Charles  Davenport  Carrington,  '46,  on  June  8,  1944,  wrote  (evi- 
dently from  the  Southwest  Pacific)  that  he  had  been  to  Australia  on 
furlough;  that  his  organization  has  many  amusements;  that  he  met 
many  Virginians  and  some  friends;  that  he  reads  when  duties  permit  and 
sings  in  the  Protestant  choir.  He  makes  out  the  monthly  pay  roll  for  his 
organization  and.  with  another,  acts  as  librarian.  His  address,  as  given 
by  him,  seems  to  a  civilian  rather  complicated,  thus:  Private  First  Class 
Charles  D.  Carrington,  13121042,  Co.  B,  928  Sign.  Bn.  (Sep.),  5277 
Sig.  Opns.  Bn.  Avn.  A.  P.  O.  731,  Unit  1,  c/o  Postmaster,  San  Francisco, 
Cal. 

6.  Herbert  Seth  Morgan,  Jr.,  '42,  is  Sergeant  U.  S.  A.,  was  in  Italy, 
April,  1944;  but  on  October  1,  1944,  was  in  France.  He  has  been  in  a 
plane  "observing,"  but  he  much  prefers  being  on  terra  firma.  He  has 
found  the  people  in  France  cordial  and  kind,  and  "the  countryside 
well  trimmed  and  neat  as  a  pin."  His  address  was:  Sergeant  Herbert  S. 
Morgan,  Jr.,  33223935,  H.  Q.  Btry.  93,  A.  A.  F.,  A.  P.  6.  758,  c/o  Post- 
master, New  York  City,  N.  Y. 

7.  Arthur  Gordon  Turner,  '44,  reported  that  the  copyist  for  The 
Record  of  July,  1944,  erred  in  the  dates  given  for  the  Lieutenant.  The 
sentence  should  read:  "Commissioned  July  15,  1943,  Second  Lieutenant, 
Air  Corps;  promoted  to  First  Lieutenant,  Air  Corps,  April  15,  1944" 
Lieutenant  Turner  said  that  he  had  met  Captain  Benjamin  Ambrose 
Rucker,  '35,  who  was  serving  in  the  European  Theater  of  Operations  in 
August,  1944.  He  had  seen  Captain  Thomas  Tinsley  Traynham,  '41, 
also,  in  Cambridge  whose  commission  he  thinks  was  issued  in  June,  1944. 
Lieutenant  Turner's  address  in  September,  1944,  was:  First  Lieutenant 
A.  C.  O-864207,  643  Bomb  Sqdn.  (L),  409  Bomb  Group  (L),  A.  P.  O.  140, 
c/o  Postmaster,  New  York,  N.  Y. 

8.  James  Monroe  Jones,  Jr.,  '45,  having  been  at  various  training 
stations,  when  he  wrote  on  October  6,  1944,  was  at  Laredo,  Texas,  at  a 
gunnery  school.  "All  we  have  done  here  is  check  out  in  the  B-24  and 
take  about  12  gunners  up  to  fire  at  targets,  we  usually  get  one  four-hour 
mission  each  day."  He  was  headed  for  the  dentist  when  he  wrote,  as  he 
had  a  wisdom  tooth  comins  in  "and  it  isn't  fun."  His  address  was: 
Flt/O  S.  O.  D.,   L.  A.  A.  F.,  Laredo,  Texas. 

9.  VVoodrow  Wilson  Mackey,  '35,  U.  S.  A.  A.  C,  is  a  First  Lieutenant 
and  a  Qualified  Paratrooper,  as  of  September  29,  1944.  He  reported  that 
he  had  visited  many  interesting  places  in  England,  and  had  learned  the 
British  money  system.  It  was  a  part  of  his  duty  at  times  "to  convert 
all  the  American  money  the  boys  of  our  Company  had  brought  with  them 
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into  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence — I  got  quite  a  kick  out  of  giving  them 
their  first  lessons  in  the  new  money  and  watching  their  individual 
reactions."  Lieutenant  Mackey  had  in  the  same  barracks  with  him 
Captain  Jethro  Hurt  Irby.  Jr.,  '38,  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Medical  Corps. 

The  Lieutenant's  address  was:  First  Lieutenant  0-1556313,  717th 
A.  B.  Ord.  Company,  17th  A.  B.  Div.,  A.  P.  O.  452,  c/o  Postmaster, 
New  York,  N.  Y. 

10.  Thomas  Tinsley  Traynham,  Jr.,  '41,  having  climbed  from  Avia- 
tion Cadet  through  all  the  intervening  offices,  is  now  Captain  (September 
27,  1944).  He  reported  that  Lieutenant  George  Bruce  Williams,  '44, 
is  now  in  his  group  and  in  two  weeks  would  start  his  tour  of  missions. 
The  Captain  expressed  pleasure  at  having  met  Lieutenant  Arthur 
Turner,  '44,  who  is  a  signal  officer.  Captain  Tinslev's  address  was: 
O-2044368,  94th  Bomber  Group  (H),  A.  P.  0.  559,  New 'York  City,  N.  Y. 
He  is  flying  control  chief  at  a  Flying  Fortress  base  in  England. 

To  these  letters  Mr.  Atkinson  replied  with  his  usual  fluency  and  tact, 
asking  for  more  information  and  expressing  sincere  interest. 


Dr.  Henry  Woods  McLaughlin,  1893 

Many  years  have  passed  since  Dr.  McLaughlin  gradu- 
ated at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  but  he  is  no  stranger 
on  "The  Hill,"  having  been  a  Trustee  of  the  College  since 
1921.  He  is  also  well  known  as  a  busy  worker  in  the 
territory  covered  by  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church; 
for  he  is  the  active  and  efficient  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Country  Church  and  Sunday  School  Extension  in 
that  Church.  In  spite  of  his  busy  life,  he  has  found  time 
to  do  much  writing  for  our  religious  papers;  and  he  is  the 
author  of  five  books  dealing  with  various  phases  of  his 
work:  The  New  Call,  Christ  and  the  Country  People, 
The  Country  Church  and  Public  Affairs,  Religious 
Education  in  the  Rural  Church,  and  The  Gospel  in  Action. 
In  this  last  book  he  offers  help  to  those  interested  in  trying 
to  make  others  work  in  and  support  the  Church's  pro- 
gramme. The  Presbyterian  Outlook  says:  "Here  are  sug- 
gestions as  to  how  members  of  churches  can  prepare  for 
and  carry  out  that  programme.  The  Gospel  is  put  into 
action  by  both  laity  and  ministry." 


An  Interesting  Career 

Hart  Maxcy  Smith,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1929,  is  a  son 
of  Rev.  Hart  Maxcy  Smith,  Sr.,  Class  of  1894,  Presbyterian 
missionary  to  China.  He  was  present  at  Home-Coming 
Day  in  the  fall  of  1938,  and  soon  thereafter  returned  to 
his  work  in  China  where  he  was  employed  by  the  Shanghai 
Telephone  Company  until  1940,  when  he  transferred  to 
the  China  Electric  Company  and  was  appointed  manager 
of  the  Canton  Telephone  Administration.  Both  of  these 
companies  are  subsidiaries  of  the  International  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Corporation.  All  went  well  until  December 
7,  1941,  when  Mr.  Smith  was  captured  and  interned  by 
the  Japs.  Fortunately  Mrs.  Smith — before  her  marriage 
September  30,  1933,  Miss  Florence  Curtis — had  previously 
returned  to  the  United  States  on  advice  of  our  State 
Department.  Mr.  Smith  reached  New  York  August  26, 
1942,  on  the  Gripsholm  and  immediately  entered  the 
U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps.  After  some  weeks  training  in  an 
officers'  school  he  was  commissioned  First  Lieutenant, 
was  assigned  to  the  Air  Transport  Command,  and  was 
stationed  in  China  with  the  India-China  wing  of  that 
command.  On  December  9,  1943,  he  was  commissioned 
Captain  and  on  July  13,  1944,  he  received  the  bronze  star. 

Meantime  his  wife  had  offered  her  services  to  the  Red 
Cross  and  was  ordered  overseas,  serving  in  North  Africa, 
Sicily,  and  Italy.   In  this  service  she  met  William  Waverly

Jefferson,  '31,  who  was  much  pleased  to  have  news  of 
his  old  college  friend.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hart  Maxcy  Smith, 
Sr.,  were  finally  repatriated,  reached  New  York  on  the 
Gripsholm  and  now  (September,  1944)  reside  in  Asheville, 
N.  C.

Hampden-Sydney,  October  24(AP) — Final  cere- 
monies ending  the  academic  term  for  Navy  V-12  students 
were  held  in  the  old  college  church  this  morning,  with 
the  main  address  by  Captain  H.  D.  Johnston,  U.  S.  N., 
who  returned  recently  to  the  States  after  18  months  of 
service  in  the  South  Pacific. 

Captain  Johnston  based  his  speech  on  three  questions: 
"What  is  the  Navy?  Who  makes  the  Navy?  Where 
is  the  Navy?"  He  paid  high  tribute  to  other  branches 
of  the  service,  stressing  the  work  of  the  Marines. 

President  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  assisted  by  Dean  David 
C.  Wilson,  presented  the  certificates  to  the  100  V-12 
trainees  being  transferred  to  other  units.  Lieutenant 
George  F.  Howe,  commanding  officer,  addressed  members 
of  the  unit,  paying  tribute  to  their  fine  spirit,  loyalty 
and  cooperation.

Fights  at  Leyte 

The  Editors  are  most  grateful  to  the  family  of  Lieutenant 
Charles  H.  Robertson,  '31,  for  allowing  them  to  see  his  first-hand 
account  of  the  battle  of  Leyte,  an  engagement  of  first  importance 
in  the  reconquest  of  the  Philippines. 

We  are  delighted  to  give  the  Lieutenant's  vivid  account  in 
full. 

Probably  all  the  papers  and  the  radio  have  been  full  of 
the  big  fight  we  had  off  Leyte  with  the  Jap  Fleet  on  the 
25th  of  October.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  you  probably  know 
more  about  the  all-around  picture  of  the  battle  than  we 
do,  who  took  part  in  it.  A  day  like  that  is  pretty  confusing 
and  it  is  hard  to  remember  what  went  on. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  the  MANILA  BAY  here  is  what 
happened  (everything  can't  be  told,  naturally,  or  the 
|aps  would  know  as  much  as  we  do).  Our  first  warning 
of  what  was  up  came  when  we  were  called  to  General 
Quarters  about  seven  in  the  morning  and  the  word 
was  passed  through  the  ship  that  a  large  Jap  force  of 
battleships,  cruisers  and  destroyers  was  attacking  one  of 
our  CYE  groups  nearby.  And,  following  close  on  the 
heels  of  that  announcement,  came  word  that  several  of 
those  battleships  and  cruisers  and  some  destroyers  were 
separating  from  the  main  body  of  their  fleet  and  heading 
at  full  speed  to  strike  us. 

That  was  the  beginning  of  several  very  uncomfortable 
hours  for  us.  We  aren't  the  fastest  ships  afloat  and  the 
Japs  were  closing  the  range  on  us  much  too  rapidly  for 
our  peace  of  mind.  After  all,  CVE's  weren't  intended 
for  surface  action. 

Our  planes  were  our  only  means  of  defense — and  most 
of  them  were  armed  for  other  purposes.  We'd  come  out 
here  to  support  the  troops  landing  on  Leyte,  not  to  fight 
warships. 

But  our  bomb-handling  crews  worked  miracles  in 
breaking  out  torpedoes  and  heavier  bombs  and  loading 
the  planes  with  a  Sunday  punch. 

When  the  flight  took  off  that  turned  the  Japs  away  from 
us,  their  shells  were  already  beginning  to  fall  within  our 
destroyer  screen.     It  was  truly  just  a  matter  of  minutes

until  the  MANILA  BAY  would  have  been  under  fire 
from  their  heavy  guns.  But  thanks  to  the  unexcelled 
aggressiveness  and  bravery  of  our  pilots  a  desperate  situa- 
tion was  turned  into  a  great  victory. 

At  the  beginning  it  was  a  defensive  fight.  We  were 
fighting  to  save  our  ship  and  our  skins.  But  after  our 
pilots  had  dropped  their  torpedoes  and  bombs  where 
they  would  do  the  most  good  and  the  Japs  had  turned 
from  us,  it  became  an  attack.  When  they  turned,  we 
turned — and  the  pursued  became  the  pursuer.  We  threw 
everything  we  had  at  them,  from  rockets  to  depth  bombs. 
They  put  their  tails  between  their  legs  and  ran,  at  full 
speed;  and  what  had  appeared  at  the  outset  of  the  morn- 
ing to  be  a  crushing  defeat  for  the  CYE  Navy  was  turned 
into  an  utter  rout  of  the  main  body  of  the  Jap  Fleet. 

We're  pretty  proud  of  the  "baby"  carriers.  We've 
demonstrated  that  "baby"  can  be  pretty  mean  if  she  is 
annoyed  and  perhaps,  now,  she'll  get  the  respect  she  has 
always  deserved. 

The  defeat  of  the  Jap  Fleet  was  the  big  event  of  the 
day.  The  air  attack,  of  about  30  planes,  that  they  threw 
at  us  in  the  evening  was  an  anti-climax.  The  same  pilots, 
many  of  whom  had  flown  8  or  9  hours  of  combat  that 
day,  went  out  and  knocked  them  down  so  fast  that  not 
one  got  a  chance  to  drop  a  bomb  near  our  ships. 

All  in  all,  as  our  admiral  said,  it  was  a  big  day  for 
little  fellows.

Gifts  from  Mrs.  C.  C.  Lewis

The  microscope,  a  Bausch  and  Lomb,  is  being  put  into 
immediate  service  by  the  Biology  Department.  The 
2 -'4 -inch  telescope,  which  will  be  used  in  the  astronomy 
courses,  was  made  by  R.  &  J.  Beck,  31  Cornhill,  London. 
It  is  equipped  with  tripod  and  a  number  of  interchange- 
able eyepieces. 
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Future  Leaders  at  Hampden-Sydney 


IN  helping  to  train  officers  for  the  Navy  under  the  V-12 
program,  Hampden-Sydney  is  continuing  a  tradition 
of  fostering  leadership  that  extends  back  to  1776.  As  the 
older  alumni  well  know,  the  College's  record  in  this  re- 
spect is  a  very  unusual  one,  being  outrivaled,  as  the 
Prentice-Kunkel  Study  showed,  by  only  three  other 
colleges  in  the  country.  But  is  leadership  in  the  arts  of 
.peace  not  very  different  from  leadership  in  the  grim  busi- 
ness of  war?  We  shall  perhaps  never  be  able  to  appraise 
our  contribution  to  winning  World  War  II,  for  our  im- 
pressively large  percentage  of  alumni  in  the  armed  services 
and  our  roster  of  gallant  dead  do  not  tell  the  whole  story. 
But  it  may  be  of  interest  to  record  for  future  enlighten- 
ment the  type  of  leadership  that  is  now  to  the  fore  on  our 
campus.  This  is  the  result  of  a  study  of  student  leadership 
in  the  V-12  unit  based  on  a  select  group  which  includes 
the  local  "battalion  adjutants  and  company  commanders" 
for  a  given  period  and  men  chosen  by  secret  ballot  in 
classes  in  psychology  as  "most  likely  to  make  successful 
officers." 

These  student  "leaders"  average  70  inches  in  height 
and  164  pounds  in  weight.  According  to  Smedley's 
Tables,  such  a  stature  is  within  the  top  fourth  of  men  above 
21  and  such  an  avoirdupois  is  within  the  top  fifth.  The 
height-weight  ratio  thus  obtained  is  "stockier"  than 
average  and  by  no  means  of  the  "thin  man"  variety. 
They  come  from  widely  scattered  parts  of  the  country 
such  as  Georgia,  California,  Virginia,  Wisconsin  and 
New  York,  one-third  hailing  from  the  Southern  States. 
They  represent  homes  averaging  4.5  children  which  is 
well  above  the  normal  for  the  college  population  whose 
parents  do  not  average  more  than  about  three  children  per 
couple.  Predominantly  these  leaders  come,  not  from  the 
professional  class,  but  from  the  homes  of  salesmen, 
managers,  contractors  and  clerks. 

The  usual  run  of  personality  tests  that  we  have  given 
here  for  years  indicate  that  these  "future  leaders"  are 
well  balanced  emotionally  and  socially.  They  are  neither 
extreme  extroverts  nor  marked  introverts.  None  of  them 
admit  feeling  a  "lack  of  confidence"  in  themselves  or  be- 
ing "easily  discouraged."  They  are  mostly  of  superior 
ability,  as  most  of  our  V-12  trainees  are  (estimated  I.  Q. 
average  123),  but  few  are  "brilliant."  Their  class  work  is 
creditable  but  not  of  the  magna  cum  laude  or  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  quality.  Their  views  on  the  questions  of  the  day 
may  be  described  as  "liberal-conservative."  They  tend 
to  be  optimistic  but,  as  officer  candidates  who  still  have  a 
chance  of  seeing  action  in  this  war,  they  are  inclined  to 
think  that  war  is  not  likely  to  be  abolished  for  many 
generations  yet.  On  the  well-known  Allport  and  Vernon 
Values  Test,  they  put  religious  values  first,  social  values 
second,  political  values  third  and  economic  values  fourth. 
The  chief  difference  between  this  ranking  and  that  of  our 
usual  run  of  students  is  that  it  places  social  values  higher. 
Perhaps  this  indicates  that  leadership  goes  with  a  strong 
sense  of  social  responsibility.  Other  tests  show  that  these 
V-12  leaders  tend  to  be  of  the  careful-conscientious  type 
rather  than  the  impulsive  or  "hair-trigger"  variety.  The 
inference  is  that  self  control  is  a  marked  attribute  of  those 
deemed  worthy  to  be  leaders  of  men.     Finally,  a  certain 


sturdy  or  "old-fashioned"  quality  of  mental  outlook  is 
discernible.  Most  of  these  future  officers  would  prefer  a 
domestic  or  home-loving  kind  of  wife,  think  that  one's 
conduct  should  be  regulated  by  religious  principles  or  by 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  society  and  judge  that  this 
nation's  destiny  is  to  be  a  moral  leader  among  the  nations 
rather  than  merely  a  rich  or  powerful  one. 

Taking  all  these  facts  into  account,  we  may  conclude 
that  the  choice  of  leadership  is  not  an  accident.  There  is 
real  stuff  behind  it.  When  and  if  these  men  re-enter 
civilian  life,  they  should  make  fine  citizens.

Philip  Cary  Adams,  Class  of  1921 

It  might  be  supposed  that  one  who  had  suffered  the 
privations  and  dangers  of  World  War  I,  would  let  younger 
men  do  the  war  work  in  1943.  But  this  was  not  the  case 
with  Rev.  P.  Cary  Adams.  He  served  overseas  June  15, 
1918 — August  9,  1919,  at  Chateau  Thierry  and  Soissons 
and  the  Meuse-Argonne  fighting  as  a  buck  private;  later 
was  in  the  Army  of  Occupation  at  Frier  and  Coblentz. 
After  being  discharged  in  1919,  he  finished  his  college 
course  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  took  his  theological  train- 
ing at  Union  Seminary  in  Richmond,  Va.  He  served  as 
pastor  at  Roxboro,  N.  C,  at  Wilmington,  N.  C,  was  for 
some  years  president  of  the  Junior  College  at  Maxton, 
N.  C,  and  returned  to  the  pastorate  in  1938,  taking 
charge  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  in  Birmingham, 
Ala.  In  May,  1943,  Mr.  Adams  entered  the  Naval  Train- 
ing School  for  Chaplains  at  the  College  of  William  and 
Mary.  He  received  his  commission  as  Lieutenant  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy;  for  a  time  was  stationed  at  the  Portsmouth 
(Va.),  Navy  Yard;  and  later  was  with  the  106th  Seabees 
at  Camp  Endicott,  R.  I.  Now  (October,  1944)  he  is  at 
Naval  Supply  Depot,  Oakland,  Cal.  As  Chaplain  he  has 
been  librarian,  Red  Cross  representative,  counselor  with 
the  welfare  officer,  and  director  of  religious  activities.

Lt.  Col.  John  F.  Martin,  A.  A.  F. 
Class  of  1940 

Veteran  of  more  than  155  combat  missions  as  a  fighter  pilot  in  the 
Mediterranean  theater,  Colonel  Martin,  2S,  is  one  of  the  District  area 
heroes  who  have  risen  through  the  ranks — from  buck  private  to  his 
present  grade  and  post  as  deputy  commander  of  a  Thunderbolt  fighter 
squadron.  Holder  of  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  with  one  oak  leaf 
cluster  and  the  Air  Medal  with  10  oak  leaf  clusters,  he  most  recently  was 
awarded  the  British  Distinguished  Flying  Cross.  His  squadron,  which 
won  a  Presidential  Unit  Citation,  holds  the  European  area  record  of 
2,500  combat  missions  and  27,000  sorties. 

Colonel  Martin,  according  to  the  British  citation,  volunteered  to  lead  a 
hazardous  two-aircraft  mission  in  search  of  a  crew  of  a  ditched  bomber 
in  the  sea  near  Rimi,  Italy.  He  Hew  deep  into  enemy  territory,  and,  be- 
cause of  a  solid  overcast  with  icing  conditions,  was  forced  to  fly  so  low  as 
to  offer  an  excellent  target  for  enemy  anti-aircraft  batteries.  At  Rimi,  he 
searched  the  entire  area,  flying  just  a  few  feet  above  the  water,  but  the 
crew  was  not  to  be  found.  Colonel  Martin  returned  to  his  base,  however, 
with  much  information  concerning  enemy  transports  and  shipping  move- 
ments. 

During  another  of  his  exploits,  for  which  he  won  the  oak  leaf  cluster 
to  the  DFC,  Colonel  Martin  led  a  12-plane  formation  attack  on  a  cam- 
ouflaged railroad  artillery  gun  near  Albano,  Italy.  "Voluntarily  flying 
at  a  minimum  altitude,"  the  citation  reads,  the  Colonel  "released  his 
1,000-pound  bomb  from  400  feet,  resulting  in  a  tremendous  explosion  in 
the  target  area."  Guided  by  the  bomb  burst,  the  formation  scored 
"several  near  misses  on  the  objective,  rendering  the  gun  immobile  and 
vulnerable  to  further  attack." 

The  young  tlyer,  who  has  participated  in  the  North  African,  Sicilian. 
Italian  and  Southern  France  campaigns,  is  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  I- 
Martin,  of  Culpeper,  Va.  He  attended  Culpeper  High  School  and  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College,  where  he  was  outstanding  in  baseball  and  football, 
and  was  graduated  from  the  Bliss  Electrical  School  in  Washington.  A 
younger  brother,  Thomas  I.  Martin,  Jr.,  is  an  air  cadet  at  Clarksdale, 
Miss. 

The  Record  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Newman  Sudduth  of  the 
ArtStaffof  The  Washington  Starforacopy  of  the  portrait  he 
used  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  John  F.  Martin  in  the  gravure 
section  of  his  paper,  November  26,  1944.

Few,  perhaps,  would  have  thought  that  the  quiet  little 
fellow  who  entered  Hampden-Sydney  from  Culpeper, 
Va.,  in  the  fall  of  1936,  would  in  a  few  years  be  cited  for 
outstanding  achievement  in  air  combat.  Those  who  knew 
him  best  were  sure  of  his  grit  and  of  his  loyalty  to  team- 
mates— qualities  he  demonstrated  on  the  sports  field 
called  DEATH  VALLEY.  The  College  salutes  this 
gallant  young  officer  and.  places  his  name  high  on  the 
roster  of  her  distinguished  sons. 

J.  William  Dunnington,  Trustee 

The  Farmville  Herald,  of  November  17,  1944,  reported 
that  our  friend  and  benefactor,  James  William  Dun- 
nington, '10,  had  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  First  and  Merchants  National  Bank  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  the  largest  bank  in  Virginia  and  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  South.  This  is  just  additional  evidence 
of  Mr.  Dunnington's  business  ability  and  is  further  recog- 
nition of  his  reputation  among  men  of  financial  experience. 
Since  the  death  of  his  father,  Mr.  Walter  Grey  Dunning- 
ton, in  1922,  he  has  conducted  the  business  of  the  firm 
of  which  his  father  was  the  head,  a  firm  well  known  in 
tobacco  circles  in  America  and  abroad.  Since  1932  he 
has  been  selling  agent  for  the  dark-fired  tobacco  pool  of 
Virginia;  he  was  president  of  the  Tobacco  Association  of 
the  United  States,  1940-42;  chairman  of  the  Association's 
Sales  Committee,  and  he  was  on  the  State  Port  Authority, 
1939-42.  Mr.  Dunnington  has  also  been  an  outstanding 
citizen  of  his  town  and  county:  member  of  the  Town 
Council  of  Farmville  since  1924;  chairman  of  the  Council's 
Finance  Committee  since  1930;  director  of  the  Planters 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Farmville  since  1919.  He 
has  found  time  to  do  valuable  and  valued  work  for 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  his  alma  mater.  He  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1930;  is  now 
secretary  of  the  Board,  is  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Board's 
Finance  Committee,  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  and  of  the  Students  Club  Committee. 

The  great  bank  in  Richmond  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  having  secured  such  a  man  to  assist  in  the  manage- 
ment of  its  affairs.

A  List  of  Our  Alumni  Who  are  Missing 

January,  1945 

In  the  issue  of  The  Record  of  October,  1944,  the  announcement  was 
made  that  Lieutenant  William  Hodges  Crockett,  '44,  had  been  reported 
as  a  casualty  in  the  Southwest  Pacific.  A  letter  from  his  father,  Mr.  W. 
B.  Crockett,  '12,  says  that  his  son  should  have  been  listed  as  missing. 
The  Lieutenant's  plane  went  down  near  an  island  whose  inhabitants  are 
friendly,  so  there  is  good  ground  for  hope  that  the  young  man  is  safe. 
His  friends  are  grateful  that  there  is  hope,  and  the  staff  of  The  Record 
regrets  that  the  former  newspaper  report  was  copied  without  further 
investigation.     (See  Alumni  Notes  in  this  issue.) 

The  parents  of  Lieutenant  Alfred  Lennox  Lorraine,  Jr.,  '43,  U.  S.  N. 
Air  Corps,  were  informed  on  September  26,  1944,  that  their  son  was 
missing  in  action  over  the  Philippines.  He  was  awarded  the  Air  Medal; 
the  citation  accompanying  the  medal  is  as  follows:  "His  assistance  in 
careful  planning  of  the  methods  employed  to  secure  complete  photo- 
graphic coverage,  and  his  personal  courage,  coolness  under  fire,  initiative 
and  determination  contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  operations. 
He  evidenced  complete  disregard  for  his  own  safety.  His  skill  in  leader- 
ship, exemplary  devotion  to  duty,  and  action  were  in  keeping  with  the 
highest  traditions  of  the  United  States  Naval  Service." 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Bridgman  to  President  Gammon  reported 
that  on  August  9,  1944,  he  had  received  word  from  the  War  Department 
that  his  son,  Second  Lieutenant  H.  T.  Bridgman,  Jr.,  Class  of  1945,  had 
been  missing  since  July  27  over  Hungary.  He  continued:  "Thomas  had 
graduated  from  the  Army  Air  Forces  Navigation  School  at  San  Marcos, 
Texas,  on  April  8,  1944,  when  he  had  received  his  wings  and  commission. 
He  had  his  combat  training  at  Peterson  Field,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo., 
as  navigator  on  a  B-24  Liberator.  He  and  his  crew  received  their  plane 
at  Lincoln,  Neb.,  late  in  June,  and  named  it  "White  Christmas."  They 
were  immediately,  without  furlough,  ordered  overseas,  and  traveling  via 
Newfoundland  and  North  Africa  proceeded  to  southern  Italy  where 
they  became  a  part  of  the  U.  S.  15th  Air  Force.  His  first  letter  from 
there  was  dated  July  5,  and  the  next,  written  three  days  later,  reported 
that  he  had  already  had  three  missions  over  combat  territory.  His  last 
letter  was  written  July  23,  and  exhibited  a  strong  faith  in  God  and  His 
care;  so  we  have  high  hopes  that  he  is  safe  and  a  prisoner  in  Hungary." 

[A  few  of  us  here  at  Hampden-Sydney  remember  Rev.  Mr.  Bridgman 
and  his  faithful  and  efficient  efforts  to  secure  additional  endowment  for 
the  College  in  the  early  years  of  Dr.  Graham's  administration. — Eds.] 

Lieutenant  George  Bruce  Williams,  '44,  youngest  son  of  Dr.  W. 
Twyman  Williams,  of  Hampden-Sydney,  who  had  been  overseas  only 
a  few  weeks,  was  missing  October  7,  according  to  the  War  Department. 

Flying  a  bomber  Lieutenant  Williams  made  an  air  "visit"  to  his 
home,  passing  over  Hampden-Sydney,  late  this  summer.  He  was  reported 
to  have  completed  his  special  and  intensive  training  in  England,  just 
prior  to  combat  service,  the  last  of  September. 

Other  training  in  the  states  had  included  work  at  Fenn  College, 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  the  spring  of  1943,  and  work  at  Maxwell  Field,  Ala., 
Cochran  Field,  Ga.,  and  at  Tampa,  Fla. 

He  was  commissioned  as  a  Flying  Fortress  pilot  at  Moody  Field,  Ga., 
March,  1944. 

The  following  have  been  reported  missing,  no  details  given:  William 
Robert  Gray,  1944,  Second  Lieutenant,  U.  S.  A.  A.  F.,  missing  in  action 
April  16,  1943;  Vernon  Lee  Smith,  1946,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  missing  in  action, 
boatswain's  mate,   1st  class.

Taken  to  the 
transport,  the  patient  got  a  transfusion  of  blood  from  a  sailor;  finally 
removed  to  Guadalcanal,  he  was  given  blood  contributed  by  a  soldier. 


Colonel  Venable  is  said  to  have  remarked:  "With  one  pint  of  blood 
from  a  soldier  and  one  pint  from  a  sailor,  I  should  now  qualify  for 
the  amphibious  Marines."  When  last  heard  from,  the  wounded  man 
was  recovering  satisfactorily.

Necrology 


ROBESON.  Mr.  George  Maxwell  Robeson  was  born  in  Warren 
'County,  N.  J.,  October  20,  1853,  and  his  useful  earthly  life  ended  at  his 
home  in  Farmville,  Va.,  December  5,  1944.  Trained  as  a  practical 
machinist,  he  came  to  Amelia  County,  Va.,  in  1871;.  In  1S78  he  moved 
his  business  to  Farmville  where  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  spent. 
Two  of  his  sons  attended  Hampden-Sydney  College,  John  Maxwell 
Robeson,  of  the  Class  of  1896,  and  George  Chapin  Robeson,  Class  of 
1901.  An  editorial  in  The  Farmville  Herald  of  December  8,  1944,  so 
well  describes  the  man,  the  citizen,  the  Christian  that  we  made  bold  to 
copy  as  follows:  "The  life  of  G.  M.  Robeson  typifies  an  era  in  the 
history  of  America.  As  a  Northern  boy  he  chose  his  lot  in  this  Southern 
community  in  1878,  and  for  more  than  50  years  he  was  in  the  vanguard 
of  community  progress.  He  won  his  place  in  life  through  industrious 
application,  honest  dealing,  and  determined  effort.  He  was  cool,  calculat- 
ing, conservative,  far-sighted  in  business;  friendly,  sympathetic,  under- 
standing, generous  in  his  social  relationships;  conscientious  and  devout 
in  his  religious  experiences;  kind  and  affectionate  in  his  home  life.  His 
memory  will  long  remain  with  a  host  of  friends  and  his  influence  will 
long  be  felt  in  this  community." 

DARDEN.  Dr.  Oscar  Bruton  Darden,  distinguished  physician,  died 
at  his  apartment  in  Richmond,  of  a  heart  attack,  December  10,  1944. 
'  He  was  born  in  Greene  County,  N.  C,  in  1891,  graduated  at  Trinity 
College  (now  Duke  University)  and  obtained  his  M.  D.  degree  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1918.  In  1920  Dr.  Darden  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Westbrook  Sanatorium  and  there  his  life's  work  was  done. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Dunlap  Wyckoff  Darden,  and 
by  three  sons,  two  of  whom  are  Hampden-Sydney  boys — Sergeant 
Oscar  Bruton  Darden,  Jr.,  '45,  U.  S.  M.  C.  R.,  now  in  the  Pacific  Area, 
and  John  Speight  Darden,  now  a  student  here.  Dr.  Darden  was  a  member 
of  a  number  of  medical  societies  and  of  fraternities,  medical  and  social. 
Funeral  services  were  held  on  December  11,  and  interment  followed  in 
Forest  Lawn  Cemetery. 

WALKER.  Charles  Martin  Walker,  was  born  in  Pulaski  County,  Va., 
son  of  Professor  George  William  Walker  and  Mrs.  Emma  Wysor  Walker. 
The  father  who  died  in  Asheville,  N.  C,  March  16,  1910,  was  a  native 
of  Martinsburg,  W.  Va. — still  Virginia  at  the  time  of  his  birth,  October 
6,  1S45.  Like  so  many  of  the  boys  of  the  Old  Dominion,  he  was  a  gallant 
soldier  in  the  Army  of  the  Confederacy.  He  did  not  enter  College  until 
the  fall  of  1865,  graduating  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  June,  1868. 
Afterwards  he  was  a  teacher  well  known  in  Virginia — for  a  time  head  of 
his  own  school  fitting  boys  for  college,  and  later  for  years  Professor  in 
the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  The  subject  of  this  notice,  born  in 
1891,  was  named  Charles  Martin  as  evidence  of  his  father's  appreciation 
of,  and  affection  for,  his  teacher  in  College,  Dr.  Charles  Martin  to  whom 
Hampden-Sydney  owes  so  much.  Charles  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
1914,  and  later  for  a  year  was  a  student  of  law  at  the  University  of 
Virginia — a  football  player  the  while.  He  married  Miss  Annie  Lou 
Atkinson  in  Danville,  Va.,  December  2,  1916.  Mr.  Walker  became 
president  of  the  Crucible  Furnace  Company  of  Charlottesville,  Va.,  and 
had  a  branch  office  in  Culpeper,  Va.,  where  he  died  suddenly  November 
19,  1944,  the  immediate  cause  of  death  being  coronary  thrombosis  for 
which  he  had  previously  been  treated  by  heart  specialists  in  the  Presby- 
terian Hospital,  New  York.  His  wife  and  one  son,  David  Gwynn  Walker, 
survive.  He  left  also  two  sisters  (Mrs.  Harry  Wade  of  Christiansburg, 
Va.,  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Walker  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.)  and  two  brothers  (Mr. 
R.  W.  Walker  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  Professor  George  L.  Walker  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College).  After  funeral  services  in  Charlottesville 
interment  followed  in  Riverview  Cemetery. 

HIMMELWRIGHT.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  P.  W.  Allen 
Raine,  '28,  we  have  been  informed  of  the  death  of  Air.  Gabel  G.  Himmel- 
wright, Sr.,  which  occurred  on  October  19,  1944,  in  Newport  News,  Va. 
He  was  born  in  Phoenixville,  Pa.,  October  4,  1871,  but  had  resided  in 
York  County,  Va.,  since  1883:  For  many  years  he  was  connected  with 
the  postal  service  in  Newport  News — Assistant  postmaster,  post  office 


inspector,  manager  of  the  money  order  department.  Later  he  was  em- 
ployed by  the  Perry  Electric  Company.  He  was  the  father  of  Captain 
Gabel  G.  Himmelwright,  Jr.,  '33,  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Medical  Corps, 
now  serving  in  China.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Dr.  Edwin 
T.  Wellford  of  the  Class  of  1891,  pastor  emeritus  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Newport  News.  Surviving  are  his  widow,  Mrs.  H. 
Alaude  Burton  Himmelwright,  his  son  named  above,  and  a  grandson 
bearing  the  name  of  father  and  grandfather. 

MUNT.  Mrs.  Lula  C.  Munt,  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  wife  of  Mr.  I.  C. 
Munt,  Sr.,  died  in  a  Richmond  Hospital  on  November  15,  1944,  and  was 
buried  in  Old  Blandford  Cemetery,  services  being  conducted  by  Rev. 
William  Baird  Alcllwaine,  D.  D.,  '05.  Mrs.  Munt  was  a  native  of  Prince 
George  County,  Va.,  but  had  lived  in  Petersburg  for  41  years.  She  left 
two  sons  (Captain  Irvin  Christian  Munt,  Jr.,  '29,  of  Raritan  Arsenal, 
N.  J.,  and  Lieutenant  Francis  Randolph.  '42,  U.  S.  A.)  and  two  daughters 
(Miss  Louise  AIunt,of  Petersburg,  and  Mrs.  Williams,  wife  of  Frederick 
Guerrant  Williams,  '37,  U.  S.  A.) 

CARTER.  Robert  Lyman  Carter  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney 
with  the  B.  S.  degree  in  June,  1909.  He  was  a  student  at  Eastman  Busi- 
ness College  in  New  York,  and  taught  for  some  years  as  principal  of 
High  Schools  at  Turbeville  and  Isle  of  Wight.  He  then  served  in  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Adams  Express  Company  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  On  September  26,  1918,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Mr.  Carter 
married  Miss  Ethel  A.  Swartz.  He  had  been  an  invalid  for  several  years, 
and  the  end  came  suddenly  of  a  heart  attack  on  October  31,  1944,  in 
Philadelphia.  He  left  his  wife  and  one  son,  R.  L.  Carter,  Jr.,  born  in  193 1. 

PAULETTE.  In  the  last  issue  of  The  Record  it  was  reported  that 
Mr.  Edward  W.  Paulette,  '32,  had  a  son,  Alark  Edward  Paulette,  at  that 
time  a  month  old.  We  have  since  learned  that  the  little  fellow  passed 
away  on  November  4th  at  his  home  in  Arlington,  Va. 

ANDERSON.  Rev.  John  Gray  Anderson,  D.  D.,  Class  of  1876,  was 
born  near  Gordonsville,  Va.,  December  8,  1850;  graduated  at  LInion 
Theological  Seminary  (then  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Va.)  in  1878;  and  was 
ordained  by  West  Hanover  Presbytery  in  1879.  Dr.  Anderson  was  a 
builder  of  churches  as  well  as  a  moulder  of  character.  During  his  long 
and  useful  ministerial  life  he  organized  four  churches,  "and  erected  five 
church  buildings,  three  manses,  and  one  Sunday  school  building."  His 
last  pastorate  was  that  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Tampa,  Fla., 
which  he  served  from  1923  to  1936  as  active  pastor  and  as  pastor  emeritus 
from  1957  until  his  death  which  occurred  September  18,  1944.  He 
was  survived  by  two  daughters  and  four  sons. 

COINER.  A  news  item  from  Waynesboro,  Va.,  his  former  home,  tells 
us  of  the  death  of  Thomas  Beggs  Coiner,  Class  of  1882.  Few  now  living 
remember  the  stout,  pinkcheeked  little  Freshman  who  entered  College 
in  the  fall  of  1877,  as  a  sort  of  protege1  of  John  William  Churchman,  of 
Augusta  Co.,  Va.,  a  senior  of  the  session  1877-78.  Most  of  Coiner's 
life  was  spent  as  a  merchant  in  Waynesboro;  but  when  old  age  made 
retirement  necessary,  he  passed  his  declining  years  with  one  or  the 
other  of  his  daughters:  Mrs.  J.  S.  Ellis,  of  Waynesboro,  and  Mrs.  N.  J. 
Bell,  of  Montgomery,  Ala.  He  died  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Bell  on  October 
31,  1944,  and  was  buried  at  Waynesboro. 

LOCKETT.  Members  of  the  Lockett  family  have  been  prominent 
in  the  past  history  of  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.  One  of  the  Districts 
of  the  County  is  still  known  as  Lockett  District. 

Mr.  Edmund  Lockett  of  the  Class  of  1872  was  born  in  Farmville,  Va., 
August  22,  1853,  son  of  a  brave  soldier  of  the  Confederacy.  Immediately 
after  his  graduation,  the  young  man  went  to  Texas  where  he  taught  in 
the  Rusk  Alasonic  Institute,  was  in  the  mercantile  business  for  a  short 
time,  then  moved  to  Brenham,  Texas,  was  appointed  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  and  was  licensed  to  practice  law. 

In  1886,  he  made  his  home  in  Pasadena,  Cal.,  at  first  in  the  employ 
of  the  San  Pedro  Lumber  Company  and  finally  as  head  of  his  own  firm, 
E.  Lockett  &  Sons,  dealers  in  building  material.  He  was  active  for 
many  years  in  the  civic  and  business  life  of  Pasadena.  He  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  O.  Bass,  who  died  in  1939,  aged  eighty-six.  Mr.  Lockett  died 
in  Pasadena  August  6,  1944,  almost  91  years  old,  leaving  three  daughters, 
and  two  sons,  grandchildren,  great-grandchildren,  and  one  great-great- 
grandchild. 

BYERS.  Horace  Wellington  Byers,  Jr.,  was  killed  in  action  in  France 
on  August  7,  1944.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Byers,  '10,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  had  served  some  months  in  this  country  and  in  England, 
and  was  a  captain  of  Infantry  at  the  age  of  twenty-six.  No  details  were 
given  by  the  War  Department  in  the  notice  sent  to  his  parents  and  his 
wife.  His  father  served  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  in  World  War  I  for  two  years, 
was  Past  Assistant  Surgeon,  Senior  Medical  Officer  at  the  Section  Base, 
Cape  May,  N.  J.,  and  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Wyoming.  The  Doctor  is  well 
known  at  Hampden-Sydney;  he  and  Mrs.  Byers  have  the  sincere 
sympathy  of  many  friends  in  this  time  of  sore  bereavement. 
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DUNLOP.  The  Petersburg  Progress-Index  of  August  28,  1944,  re- 
ported the  death  in  Italy  of  Lieutenant  John  Dunlop  of  the  Class  of 
1942.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  David  Dunlop  and  Mrs.  Mary  Massie 
Dunlop,  of  Charlottesville,  Ya.  Having  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  he  entered  the  University  of  Virginia  as  a  medical  student;  but 
the  urge  to  serve  his  country  and  the  desire  to  be  with  his  comrades 
were  strong,  and  two  years  ago  he  volunteered  for  the  U.  S.  A.  Air 
Corps.  Trained  at  various  air  fields  in  Nebraska,  Nevada,  California, 
and  Florida,  he  was  commissioned  lieutenant,  left  Tonopah,  Nev.,  in  July, 
1944,  and,  as  reported,  was  assigned  to  the  45th  Bomber  Group,  757th 
Squadron  of  the  15th  Air  Force.  He  must  have  gone  into  action  at  once 
upon  reaching  Italy,  as  the  date  given  for  his  death  is  August  15,  1944. 

Lieutenant  Dunlop  married,  March  16,  1944,  Miss  Eloise  Gray  Lay- 
man, of  Roanoke,  to  whom  the  sad  news  was  sent  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. The  young  lieutenant  had  a  brilliant  mind,  an  attractive  person- 
ality, and  many  friends  mourn  his  untimely  end. 

WINSTON.  Private  First  Class  Henry  Spiller  Winston  III,  of  the 
Class  of  1944,  was  killed  in  action  in  France,  August  5,  1944.  He  entered 
the  Army  in  September,  1942,  was  trained  at  Fort  Sam  Houston,  Texas, 
and  had  been  in  Europe  about  a  year  with  the  38th  Infantry  of  the  2d 
Division,  having  been  awarded  the  Infantry  Combat  Badge.  While  a 
student  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  he  was  prominent  in  athletics 
and  in  student  activities.  He  was  a  member  of  the  football  squad,  the 
golf  team  and  the  Kappa  Sigma  social  fraternity;  being  also  vice 
president  of  the  Freshman  Class.  This  promising  young  soldier  was  the 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  S.  Winston,  Jr.,  of  Richmond,  Va. 

WINSTON.  Private  Beverley  Kone  Winston.  Jr.,  was  not  an  alumnus 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  but  he  belonged  to  us  by  inheritance. 
He  was  the  son  of  Beverley  Kone  Winston,  '06;  grandson  of  Dr.  Peter 
Winston,  Class  of  1858,  Trustee  of  the  College  (1897-1920);  nephew  of 
Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston,  Class  of  1894,  whose  term  of  service  as  Professor 
of  the  College  is  longer  than  that  of  any  other  in  its  history;  great- 
nephew  of  Dr.  Charles  Henry  Winston,  Class  of  1854,  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  alumni  of  the  past.  The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  says 
of  this  young  man:  "Private  Winston  entered  the  service  June  17,  194;; 
went  to  England  in  March,  1944;  served  with  a  chemical  warfare  bat- 
talion, and  took  part  in  the  invasion  on  D-Day."  He  was  killed  in  action 
in  France  on  August  I,  1944.  He  had  performed  his  duty  as  a  soldier 
with  distinction,  and  had  received  a  presidential  citation  for  meritorious 
conduct,  skill,  and  courage.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Jane 
Trevett  Winston,  by  his  parents  and  three  sisters. 

TALIAFF.RRO.  Robert  Milton  Taliaferrojr., '3  1,  son  of  Dr.  Robert  M. 
Taliaferro,  died  at  the  Lynchburg  (Va.)  General  Hospital  on  August 
20,  1944.  He  was  an  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  but  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
in  193 1.  He  is  survived  by  his  father  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Garland  L.  Truitt. 

G  \YLE.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Marshall  Cole  Gayle,  wife  of  Dr.  R.  Finley 
Gayle,  Jr.,  died  recently  in  a  Richmond  hospital  as  the  result  of  a  heart 
attack.  She  was  the  mother  of  Robert  Finley  Gayle,  '45,  lieutenant, 
U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps,  now  (September  1,  1044)  stationed  at  Woodward, 
Okla.  Mrs.  Gayle  was  born  in  Warrenton,  N.  C,  July  29,  1891,  was 
educated  at  the  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  and  was  prominent 
in  musical  and  church  circles  in  Richmond,  Va." 

TRAWICK.  Thomas  Lawrence  Trawick,  of  the  Class  of  1885,  was 
born  at  Hazlehurst,  Miss.  He  was  a  lawyer  by  profession,  graduate 
of  the  Law  School  of  the  University  of  Virginia;  but  most  of  his  mature 
life  was  spent  in  educational  work,  and  in  this  he  was  successful  and 
useful  in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana.  Beginning  his  teaching  career  in 
Lebanon,  Miss.,  he  later  was  principal  of  the  Hazlehurst  High  School 
and  for  eleven  years  was  principal  of  the  Crystal  Spring  School.  In 
1904  he  moved  to  Louisiana,  and  for  more  than  thirty  vears  was  con- 
nected with  the  Public  School  System  of  New  Orleans,  for  much  of 
the  time  serving  also  as  superintendent  of  the  evening  schools  of  the 
city. 

Mr.  Trawick  was  twice  married;  his  first  wife  was  Miss  Mary  Lou 
Keith,  who  died  in  193 1,  leaving  three  daughters  and  two  sons'.  His 
second  wife  was  the  former  Miss  Pauline  Myering,  who  survives  her 
husband.  This  useful  life  closed  in  New  Orleans  on  October  5,  1944. 
Funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  James  A.  Millard,  jr.,  of  the 
Class  of  1932,  and  interment  was  in  St.  Louis  Cemetery,  No.  2. 

DUNN.  A  letter  received  by  President  Gammon  from  Miss  Margaret 
Dunn  brought  the  sad  news  that  First  Lieutenant  John  Bernard  Dunn, 
Jr.,  pilot  of  a  B-17,  was  killed  in  action  over  Kiel,  Germanv,  on  May 
19,  1944-  This  fine  young  man  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1943.  He 
was  a  junior  when  he  left  college  to  enter  the  U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps.  He 
enlisted  as  an  Aviation  Cadet;  received  his  wings  as  pilot  in  the  United 


States  Army  Air  Corps  September,  1943.  At  college  he  was  an  athlete, 
especially  fond  of  football,  and  his  heart  and  soul  were  in  the  game. 
So  it  was  when  he  offered  himself  as  a  defender  of  the  cause  of  peace 
and  righteousness.  He  loved  his  profession,  was  diligent  in  prepara- 
tion and  finally  gave  his  life  in  the  effort  that  right  should  prevail. 

THOMAS.  James  Alexander  Thomas,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1939,  a 
member  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Air  Force,  was  technical  sergeant,  radio  operator 
and  waist  gunner  on  a  B-24  Liberator  Bomber  belonging  to  the  15th 
Air  Force.  His  bomber  was  shot  down  over  Northern  Italy  and  he 
was  killed  on  March  29,  1944.   His  home  address  had  been  Staunton,  Va. 

SCALES.  Joseph  Scales  of  the  Class  of  1895  was  by  profession  a 
chemist  and  spent  his  whole  business  life  with  the  Union  Carbide  and 
Carbon  Company  of  New  York.  After  he  retired  from  active  business, 
he  lived  at  his  home,  "Thornfield,"  near  Cascade,  Va.,  where  at  the 
age  of  71  he  died  on  October  7,  1944. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  who  before  her  marriage  was  Miss  Emma 
Galloway,  by  a  son,  Joseph,  of  Alloy,  W.  Va.,  and  by  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
James  A.  Conway,  Jr.,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  Funeral  services  were 
conducted  at  his  home  and  he  was  buried  in  the  family  cemetery. 

VALENTINE.  Allen  Wilson  Valentine,  '13,  was  born  in  Richmond. 
Va.,  December  10,  1892.  He  was  a  son  of  the  late  Mann  S.  Valentine 
III,  and  Mrs.  Sally  Cary  Finch  Valentine,  and  was  grandson  of  Mr. 
Mann  S.  Valentine,  one  of  the  prominent  citizens  of  Richmond,  Va., 
and  founder  of  the  Valentine  Museum.  In  World  War  I,  A.  W.  Valentine 
was  a  lieutenant  in  U.  S.  Aviation;  and  after  the  war  he  returned  to  Rich- 
mond and  went  into  the  well-known  meat  juice  company  of  which 
he  became  vice  president.  In  May,  1918,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth 
Mebane  Taylor,  who  survives  him  with  two  sons  and  a  daughter: 
A.  \\  .  Valentine,  Jr.;  Mann  S.  Valentine  V;  Miss  Mary  Robins  Valen- 
tine. After  a  long  illness,  Mr.  Valentine  died  at  a  hospital  in  Richmond 
October   14,   1944. 

VENABLE.  Mrs.  Anne  Byrne  Venable,  aged  S9,  died  at  her  home 
in  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  September  21,  1944.  She  was  born  at  Sutton, 
W.  Va.,  November  29,  1855,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  B.  W.  Byrne 
and  Airs.  Nina  Holt  Byrne.  Mrs.  Venable  was  the  widow  of  Mr.  Mat- 
thew Walton  Venable,  born  at  "Scott  Green,"  near  Farmville,  Va.,  a 
student  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  who  left  college  to  join  the  Con- 
federate Army  in  1S64.  but  for  most  of  his  life  a  prominent  and  useful 
citizen  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  where  he  died  May  24,  1930. 

Two  of  Mrs.  Venable's  sons  are  alumni  of  the  College  which  owes 
so  much  to  the  Venable  family:  Colonel  Benjamin  Wilson  Venable, 
'15,  U.  S.  A.,  now  with  the  Sist  Division  in  the  Pacific,  and  Richard 
Morton  Venable,  '20,  ensign,  U.  S.  N.,  in  World  War  I,  now  of  Charleston 

BAILEY.  Dr.  James  Reginald  Bailey,  '22,  died  in  the  Southside 
Community  Hospital  in  Farmville,  Va.,  September  15,  1944.  He  had 
been  in  failing  health  for  some  months,  and  the  end  came  in  consequence 
of  an  acute  heart  attack.  He  graduated  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia in  1926.  After  his  interneship  he  returned  to  his  home  at  Keysville, 
Va.,  and  entered  into  practice  with  his  father,  the  late  Dr.  J.  B.  Bailey, 
and  was  a  trusted  physician  of  the  countryside. 

He  married  Miss  Alarguerite  Stephenson,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Airs. 
R.  H.  Stephenson,  of  Littleton,  Sussex  Co.,  Va.,  who  with  a  daughter, 
Miss  Rhita  Lewis  Bailey,  survives.  Dr.  Benjamin  Herman  Bailey,  '23, 
is  a  brother  who  is  a  busy  and  successful  practitioner  of  Sandston,  Va. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  for  our  friend  at  his  home  in  Keys- 
ville, Va.,  and  interment  followed  in  the  cemetery  at  Wakefield,  Ya. 

BOSWELL.  One  of  Prince  Edward's  prominent  and  useful  citizens, 
Mr.  Henry  Elliott  Boswell,  passed  away  at  his  home  near  Burkeville 
on  October  3,  1944.  He  was  born  in  Lunenburg  Co.,  Va.,  February  6, 
1879;  but  since  his  boyhood  had  been  a  resident  of  Prince  Edward, 
engaged  in  the  grocery  business,  lumbering,  and  farming.  He  was 
known  all  over  the  South  as  a  breeder  of  Guernsey  cattle,  and  he  had  a 
large  and  productive  apple  and  peach  orchard  on  his  handsome  estate. 

Mr.  Boswell  was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Burkeville, 
and  since  1932  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Prince 
Edward  Count)-.  His  first  wife  (Miss  Margie  Leath)  died  in  1935.  Three 
sons  of  his  first  marriage — H.  E.  Boswell,  Jr.,  '30;  Hodges  S.  Boswell; 
and  \Y.  Leslie  Boswell — and  his  second  wife  (Miss  Effie  B.  Stanton) 
survive  him. 

JETT.  Shelby  McGoffin  Jett  was  born  in  Richmond,  Ky.,  in  1889; 
graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  191 1,  prominent  in  a  class 
very  large,  as  things  then  were,  and  containing  young  men  of  unusual 
mentality  and  promise.  He  graduated  in  law  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  in  1914.  An  outstanding  member  of  his  classes,  Air.  Jett  was 
an  athlete  of  note,   played  on  the  football  team  of  both   institutions 
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mentioned  above,  and  was  selected  as  a  member  of  the  All-Southern 
Eleven  of  1914. 

After  three  years  of  private  practice,  the  young  lawyer  entered  the 
service  of  the  B.  F.  Goodrich  Company  in  the  Stock  Regulations  De- 
partment. He  rose  rapidly,  soon  was  transferred  to  the  Legal  Depart- 
ment, first  as  assistant  counsel,  and  in  1927  he  was  made  counsel  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  with  duties  important  and  exacting. 
"He  was  responsible  for  keeping  the  corporate  records  of  the  Company; 
for  the  issuance  and  transfer  of  securities;  for  the  Company's  legal  and 
patent  work;  for  insurance  matters,  workmen's  compensation,  state 
and  federal  taxes." 

Hunting  and  gardening  were  Mr.  Jett's  avocations.  He  was  widely 
known  as  a  big-game  hunter  in  Canada  and  Mexico.  In  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  he  traveled  much  in  Europe. 

This  busy  and  useful  life  ended  in  consequence  of  a  heart  attack 
August  9,  1944,  on  a  Pennsylvania  Air  Lines  plane  near  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
.  Mr.  Jett  is  survived  by  his  wife,  before  her  marriage  Miss  Julia 
Alexander  Larew,  of  Pulaski;  by  a  son,  Alexander,  two  daughters,  and 
five  brothers.  His  success  was  in  part,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  fact  that  he 
himself  followed  the  rule  which  he  stated  to  young  people  who  consulted 
him:  "Have  a  fixed  purpose  in  life,  and  work  to  reach  that  goal." 

BLACKMAN.  Norman  Robert  Blackman  whose  home  was  in  Ocean 
City,  N.  J.,  was  a  Chief  Pharmacist's  Mate  in  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard.  In  this  service  he  died  November  6,  1943.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Roberta 
E.  Blackman,  is  at  1 102  Wesley  Avenue,  Ocean  City,  from  whom  the  sad 
news  has  just  been  received  and  to  whom  The  Record  expresses 
sincere  sympathy. 


Some  Additional  Notes 

As  the  January  Record  was  about  to  go  to  the  printers,  several 
additional  items  of  interest  and  importance  came  in. 
'  The  first  of  these  told,  by  way  of  the  Victoria  (Va.)  Dispatch,  his 
home  paper,  that  a  third  star  had  been  added  to  the  campaign  ribbon 
of  Herbert  S.  Morgan,  Jr.,  '42.  Previous  to  this,  Sergeant  Morgan  had 
received  the  Silver  Star  for  gallantry  in  action  during  the  battle  for 
the  approaches  to  Cassino.  Young  Morgan  has  been  with  the  93d 
Armored  Field  Artillery  since  he  enlisted  at  Fort  Sill,  Okla.,  in  January, 
1943.  Since  D-Day  this  outfit  has  been  a  part  of  "Task  Force  Butler" 
and  it  has  had  a  major  part  in  the  destruction  of  the  German  19th 
Army  in  the  Rhone  Valley. 

Captain  Ralph  M.  O'Hair,  '39,  is  probably  in  England  now.  In  late 
December  he  was  poised  to  fly  across  from  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.  The 
wife  and  baby  are  at  her  home  in  Columbus,  Miss. 

A  pleasant  Christmas  greeting  from  Lieutenant  (jg)  Edward  R. 
Young,  '40,  has  likewise  this  address  for  him:  NAB  Navy  140,  FPO, 
San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Captain  Paul  T.  Craddock,  O-1533037,  is  in  France.  He  cheers  the 
editors  in  this  kind  fashion:  "The  Record  is  certainly  a  great  morale 
booster.  Received  a  copy  just  as  we  entered  Cherbourg  and  it  surely 
made  me  forget  all  the  noise  that  was  around  us  at  the  time.''  The 
captain's  many  friends  on  the  Hill  are  glad  to  hear  that  he  is  well. 
They  are  sure  he  is  rendering  a  gallant  service  in  that  stricken  land.

In  Memoriam 

Hampden-Sydney  has  been  saddened  again  and  again 
by  the  tragic  loss  of  her  sons  in  the  world's  most  terrible 
war.  On  land  and  sea,  in  the  air,  and  under  the  sea  her 
sons  are  fighting  and  dying  with  a  heroism  too  noble  to 
describe.  They  join  a  roll  of  honor  that  reaches  back  to 
the  days  of  the  Revolution.  Their  name  shall  never 
perish  nor  their  memory  fade. 

At  the  college  of  their  choice  where  they  loved  and 
were  loved  should  be  a  suitable  memorial  to  their  valor 
and  sacrifice.  This  is  the  thought  and  feeling  and  deter- 
mination of  fathers,  mothers  and  friends  all  over  the 
country.  Hampden-Sydney  will  unite  with  other  institu- 
tions in  the  ardent  desire  to  keep  alive  and  glowing  the 
gallantry  of  her  sons. 

Following  the  last  war,  the  memorial  was  in  the  form 
of  a  gate  on  which  were  inscribed  the  names  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  men  who  died  in  that  conflict.  The 
memorial  following  this  war  should  be  of  a  different  nature. 
It  should  be  in  a  form  not  simply  to  be  seen  but  to  be 
used — a  building  rather  than  a  monument.  Only  a 
memorial  of  this  nature  would  appeal  to  that  number 
whose  courage,  devotion  and  patriotism  will  ever  bring 
glory  and  honor  to  Hampden-Sydney. 

I  am  sure  the  thoughts  here  expressed  are  in  the  minds 
of  many.  It  will  be  appreciated  if  those  interested  will 
write  me  their  suggestions  concerning  the  memorial 
which  will  be  established.

Athletics 


After  his  abbreviated  football  season  was  completed 
in  October,  Coach  Frank  Summers  began  looking  about 
for  basket  ball  material.  Practice  got  under  way  with  the 
beginning  of  the  new  semester  November  1.  The  opening 
game  on  December  7  was  lost  by  two  points  to  the  strong 
Richmond  Air  Base  team  that  had  previously  defeated 
Duke.  Following  a  loss  to  Virginia  by  thirteen  points, 
the  Tigers  rang  up  a  victory  over  the  McGuire  Hospital 
quint,  score  41  to  31.  This  completed  the  pre-Christmas 
games. 

The  squad  as  a  whole  is  promising,  but,  like  the  usual 
wartime  squad,  has  no  carry-over  of  lettermen  from  the 
previous  season.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  only  one  player, 
George  Herring,  forward,  has  had  previous  college  ex- 
perience. To  mold  a  smoothly  working  machine  in  one 
season  is  too  much  to  expect.  Squadmen  have  a  good 
competitive  spirit  and  will  make  it  a  game  for  all  of  the 
opposition.

John  Darden,  of  Richmond,  is  the  only  civilian  who  is 
close  to  a  starting  berth.  Curies,  Russnak,  and  Bob 
Johnson  have  seen  considerable  action  as  capable  sub- 
stitutes. 

Coach  Summers  has  likewise  organized  a  Junior  Varsity 
that  will  play  a  separate  schedule.  This  group  is  being 
coached  by  Fred  Young,  '44. 

These  two  teams  are  supplemented  by  a  strong  intra- 
mural league  of  three  Navy  and  one  civilian  team.  Few 
are  the  hours  in  the  twenty-four  that  the  cords  are  not 
being  whipped  down  in  the  new  Gym.

Glenn  Toothman,  '42,  Lands  Behind 
Enemy  Lines 

The  editors  are  grateful  to  Lieutenant  D.  R.  Reveley, 
'26,  for  his  prompt  and  interesting  reporting  in  the  case  of 
one  of  our  gallant  flyers,  Glenn  Toothman,  of  the  Class  of 
1942.  Lieutenant  Reveley,  now  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Navy  V-12  Unit  at  Swarthmore  College,  Pa.,  wrote  on 
November  3  as  follows: 

"I  was  listening  to  Ted  Malone  reporting  from  London  last  night  and 
nearly  fell  out  of  my  chair  when  he  mentioned  Glenn  Toothman.  You 
will  probably  get  other  reports  of  this  but  am  hastening  to  send  it  to 
you  for  the  Record.    I  will  give  you  a  rough  copy  of  his  report. 

"Glenn  Toothman  was  pilot  of  a  troop  carrier  participating  in  the 
airborne  invasion  of  Holland.  While  approaching  their  objective  a 
burst  of  flak  knocked  out  their  right  engine.  Glenn  ordered  his  crew  to 
bail  out  but  they  insisted  upon  staying  with  him  and  taking  their 
chances  on  landing.  Shortly  thereafter  they  pancaked  to  a  landing  be- 
hind the  enemy  lines  without  serious  injury  to  any  of  the  crew.  Glenn 
and  his  gang  had  to  remain  in  hiding  for  eight  days  behind  the  enemy 
lines  before  they  reached  our  lines  in  safety." 

"I  was  so  flabbergasted  when  I  heard  his  name  that  I  may  have 
missed  important  information.  From  what  I  could  gather  Ted  Malone 
was  in  this  plane.  He  particularly  mentioned  Glenn's  coolness,  courage, 
and  skillful  handling  of  his  plane.  It  makes  me  very  proud  to  hear  from 
our  boys  and  to  know  that  they  are  everything  that  we  expected  them 
to  be.  Glenn  was  one  of  the  finest  boys  that  we  have  had  at  school  in 
recent  vears." 


Placement  Service 

The  College  wishes  to  give  all  possible  help  to  our  men 
in  the  service.  A  few  of  our  alumni  have  already  been 
discharged,  mainly  because  of  wounds,  and  in  the  months 
ahead  many  more  will  return  to  civilian  life.  Many  of 
these  men  are  planning  to  return  to  their  old  jobs;  others 
may  wish  help  in  finding  employment.  The  College 
wishes  to  be  of  any  aid  she  can  in  this  latter  case.  Our 
alumni  are  sought  as  teachers  and  coaches.  In  Virginia 
there  is  a  strong  movement  on  foot  to  have  more  men 
teachers  in  the  public  schools.  Salaries  are  to  be  made 
attractive  and  working  conditions  more  desirable.  While 
it  may  be  easier  to  place  teachers  than  those  seeking 
other  kinds  of  employment,  the  College  wishes  to  help 
place  all  of  her  men  in  whatever  employment  they  may 
choose.
